REVEEN CANCELLED 

The Reveen Show which was 
to have been held at Vulcan 
this Saturday has been can¬ 
celled. In this issue are adver¬ 
tisements announcing the ap¬ 
pearance of this hypnotist. 
Those pages of the paper had 
already been printed when the 
show's cancellation was an¬ 
nounced due to unforseen 
difficulties. 


At the February 17 meeting of 
the County of Vulcan Council, a 
number of ratepayers who reside 
in Division 4 in the western pan 
of the county interviewed the 
council regarding the proposed 
Vulcan Recreation Area. 

Objections to the original bylaw 
were that some residents of the 
county would be paying the extra 
one mill recreational service tax 
and others in the same general 
area would not be paying the tax. 
Some areas close to Vulcan were 
not Included in the proposed rec¬ 
reation area while others farther 
away were included. It was felt 
that this was unfair and cover¬ 
age should be more complete. 

The delegation recommended 
that Township 18, Range 26 a n d 
that portion of Township 18, Range 
27, which were not included in the 
recreation area should be consid¬ 
ered for inclusion. This would give 
residents of those areas a vote, if, 
as is likely, a vote is held on the 
recreation bylaw. 

Later in the meeting, it was 
moved and carried unanimously 
that Bylaw No. 603 be amended to 
include Township 18, Range 26, 
and that portion of Township 18, 
Range 27, which is included in the 
County of Vulcan. 

Driver Training in Schools 

Mr. Wall of the Safety Division, 
Department of Highway, was 
present and interviewed the Coun¬ 
cil in respect to the High School 
Driver Education Program which 
is being promoted by the Depart¬ 
ment. The plan is to educate driv¬ 
ers by the operation of driver ed- 
catlon course which would be con¬ 
ducted by specially trained, qual¬ 
ified school teachers, this to be 
done after school and Saturdays. 
Mr. Wall outlined the course and 
the payment of the teacher, and 
noted that the course would be 
self-liquidating up to a point, de¬ 
pending on the Council’s decision 
in respect to fees. All costs to the 
students would be kept at a min¬ 
imum. There would be 24 pupils 
in each class and one teacher 
could conduct about two classes 
per year. The teachers would be 
t rained in a two-weex course whicn 
would be sponsored by the Depart¬ 
ment by paying the cost o f the 
course and mileage one way. A 
grant of $40 would be available 
to each candidate for the teacher 
course. The driver education course 
was receiving wide support in other 
parts of Canada and it was noted 
that a student obtaining a certif¬ 
icate after taking the course would 
toe entitled to a reduction in insur¬ 
ance costs, and over the years, the 
saving in insurance alone wouia 
more than cover the approximate 
cost o f $35. to $40. per student, 
which would bo paid by the 
student. 

It was moved and carried that 
the County of Vulcan adopt the 
driver education course and spon¬ 
sor it in the schools where teachers 
would be available to train and of¬ 
fer the course. 

Other Business 

A letter from Star Ranches Ltd., 
Arrowwood, in respect to the in¬ 
clusion of the C. P. R. “Y” at Ar¬ 
rowwood into the County of Vur- 
can was read. It was noted that 
Star Ranches Ltd. had purchased 
the “Y” from the C.P.R., and an 
effort was being made to have this 
small parcel transferred from the 
area t o t h e County area, it was 
moved by Mr. McNiven and car¬ 
ried that this transfer be approved 
on behalf of the County of Vulcan. 

Farm Electric Service Ltd., ex¬ 
tensions in the Division 5 area and 
the Division 9 area were approved. 

Bids from 12 firms were receiv¬ 
ed on the purchase by the County 
of five tandem gravel trucks, one 
tandem tractor truck, one half¬ 
ton truck and one one-ton truck. 
Low bidder was Wheat Centre 
Motors., Vulcan, and a bylaw 
authorizing the purchase of these 
units from Wheat Centre Motors 
was introduced, read and passed 
unanimously the required three 
times. 

Bids on all or some of the units 
required had been received from 
Jack Carter Ltd., Maclin Motors 
Ltd., Renfrew Chrysler Ltd., Shaw 
GMC Trucks, Universal Sales. Cen¬ 
tral Garage Vulcan Ltd., Richard 
son and Gould L t d., Fred King 
Motors, International, Dunlop Ford 
and Claresholm Motors. 


At 1:30 in the afternoon, Mr. 
Attwood and an assistant from 
Alberta Government Telephones 
cable-burying service were present 
and showed a film dealing with 
buried cable and the many pro¬ 
blems encountered when cable was 
interfered with.

March Declared Good Seed Month 


Improved varieties of grain were 
recommended to Alberta farmers 
by the Minister of Agriculture re¬ 
cently as he proclaimed March— 
Good Seed Month. 

The Hon. Harry E. Strom said, 
“The newer varieties licensed 
within the past few years have 
meant increased returns to the 
producers.” He suggested they in¬ 
vestigate the new varieties approv¬ 
ed for their area. 

He also suggested farmers as¬ 
sure themselves of high quality 
seed by purchasing certified seed. 
He said, “This assures the pur¬ 
chaser of trueness to variety 
among other things and guarantees 
no mixtures of lower quality 
varieties to reduce the returns 
from the crop.” 

The minister also reminded 
growers about the publication, 
"Varieties of Grain For Alberta," 
which contains information about 
the performance of varieties in 
the different regions of the pro¬ 
vince. From this publication, a

FROM THE LEGISLATURE 


(By Rav Speaker ML.A.) 

During the past week of the 
Legislature, we have studied the 
estimates of the Department of 
Agriculture, and also gave second 
reading to a number of bills. This 
week, I would like to report on 
one bill, namely Bill No. 73, an 
Act Respecting the Sale of Farm 
Implements. In the past three 
years, there has been much repre¬ 
sentation to the government and 
much concern in this area. 

This Act does not apply to sales 
of farm implements by farmers, 
either by auction sale or in the 
ordinary course of their farming 
operations; by executors or ad¬ 
ministrators; by public officials 
acting under judicial process; or to 
vendors or dealers. 

The Act applies to sale agree¬ 
ments of farm implements, whether 
new or used, having the retail 
sale price of $200 or more, and use, 
or intended for use, in farming 
operations. 

Every sale agreement of a farm 
implement, whether new or used, 
shall be in writing, state the ad¬ 
dress of the principal office of the 
vendor in Alberta, and set out 
the nature and duration ot all 
warranties given in connection

with the farm implement. 

Where a new farm implement 
used under reasonable operating 
conditions and with proper use and 
maintenance, fails to perform the 
work for which it is intended in 
a satisfactory manner, the pur¬ 
chaser may, within seven days 
from the date the implement is 
first used, give notice, by register¬ 
ed mail, to the vendor of the 
failure to perform. The dealer or 
vendor shall endeavor to make the 
implement perform in a satisfac¬ 
tory manner not later than the 
seventh day after receiving the 
notice, given reasonable operating 
conditions, or if reasonable operat¬ 
ing conditions do not exist follow¬ 
ing the receipt of the notice, then 
not later than the seventh day of 
reasonable operating conditions 
after receipt of the notice. If the 
dealer or vendor fails to make the 
implement perform in a satisfac¬ 
tory manner by the end of those 
seven days the dealer or vendor 
shall, within 24 hours, provide the 
purchaser with a satisfactory sub¬ 
stitute implement tor the pur¬ 
chaser’s use until his Im plem ent is 
made to perform in a satisfactory 
manner. 

If, within a reasonable time 
after providing the substitute im¬ 
plement to the purchaser, the 
dealer or vendor fails to make the 
purchaser’s implement perform in 
a satisfactory manner, the dealer 
or vendor shall replace the pur¬ 
chaser’s implement with an im¬ 
plement which is acceptable to 
the purchaser or terminate the 
sale agreement and refund to the 
purchaser all monies paid by him 
in connection therewith. 

Where a sale agreement of a 
new farm implement sets a time 
limit on the duration of any war¬ 
ranty given therein, that time 
shall be deemed to run from the 
date the implement is first used 
within the first normal season of 
use by the purchaser for its in¬ 
tended purpose and not from any 
earlier date, notwithstanding any¬ 
thing contained in the sale 
agreement. 

A person who contravenes this 
Act is guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction to a 
fine of not more than $100. 

This Act comes into force on 
the first day of November, 1967. 

I would appreciate any com¬ 
ments or direction regarding this 
Bill.

what reason, does the family have 
to expect the church to conform 
to its ways? Since the church is 
made up of groups of families, 
why is it so easy for one family 
to take the attitude that everyone 
should change to accommodate 
them? Where is there any longer 
the desire to compromise? 

Rather than go this, people will 
pull up stakes, so to speak, and 
go elsewhere. They will change 
churches with little, if any, re¬ 
gard for anyone else. This brings 
in the second attitude of our 
society. However, it is not as dif¬ 
ferent as we might think. It all 
comes back to unwillingness. 
Where, in the past, people would 
be more than happy to join in 
with others, they now feel that 
everyone should join in with them. 
If not, find another group; one 
which conforms more to our own 
ideas. If we recall, this type of 
situation really is not very new 
at all. As we look at the way Jesus 
had entered Jerusalem on Palm 
Sunday, we find that, because He 
wouldn’t conform to the ideas 
people had built up in their own 
minds, they dropped Him. They 
dropped Him so completely, that 
they even began, only days later, 
to cry for His life. Although 
Christians will say that such was 
God’s will, it still shows that 
people are really not so different 
today than almost two thousand 
years ago. 

Instead ot being "different," 
they still want everyone to agree 
with them. Instead of being will¬ 
ing to compromise, people are 
still interested in themselves first. 
Instead of progress, we are still 
really in the same circumstances 
that people found themselves at 
the time of Christ’s life on earth. 
Instead of being “Christian,” we 
still must confess, if we are will¬ 
ing to take a good, hard look at 
ourselves, that we are not. 

What is the future of the 
Church? Will it have to continue 
to chase after the people as it has 
found necessary? Or will people 
continue as they are, living with 
the attitude that they themselves 
are all they need in life. It never 
has been so, and it never will be. 
We are less self-sufficient than 
our forefathers, we buy more pro- 
duced goods than our parents ever 
did, but yet we laugh as words 
like, “You shall love your neigh¬ 
bor as yourself.” Why? Just how 
“Christian” is this society in which 
we live?
